DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-8 of the REMARKS, filed 4/21/2011, with respect 
to claims 1-17 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 
under 35 U.S.C. § 112 and 103 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 
1, 4 and 8, the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest, in combination with the other 
claimed elements or steps, a method of bolometric detection of infrared radiation 
comprising detecting infrared radiation using a sensitive material satisfying the empirical 
formula as set forth in the claims. The balance of claims are allowed based on dependence.
